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The Royal Visitors. 


THE visit of the King and Wueen of Rumania to London has 
evoked wide-spread warks of ceordiality towards the royal couple. 
There can, of course, be little doubt that the visit is not a mere 
complimentary call, but that it was designed for the purpose of 
eecentuating Eogland’s support and approval of Rumania’s attitude 
anid policy. To Jews the visit is of a very special interest. The 
day has gone by when our fellow-Jews in Rumania were subjected 
to all kinds of disabilities, and when even official persecution of 
them psevailed- The day has gone by whena Jewish Lord Mayor 
‘Sir MARCUS SAMUEL, now Lord BEARSTED), to his infinite 
and abiding credit, refused to receive at the Mansion House the 
oficial representative of the then Rumanian Government which 
was treating his coreligionists with prejudice and differentia- 
tion. Indeed, the tables are turned; for Lord BrArsrep, the 
erstwhile Sir Marcus SAMUEL, was a member of the Corporation's 
Reception Committee, of which the Chairman was another Jew 
‘Mr. WALTER Sryer), in connection with the visit to the City of 
the present King and Queen. To be sure, the position of our 
people in Rumania is still not satisfactory. The aftermath 
of Rumanian persecution remains in the autipathy to Jews fre 
quently expressed by the populace. But that will go. That kind of 
thing is sooner or later assuaged by the institution of equal citizen 
rights for the Jews of acountry, and although we hold that this 
equality to which Jews as citizens are inherently entitled is not 
likely to be a complete antidote to anti-Semitism, or to establish the 
status Jews should occupy in relation to their fellow-beings, still, as 
we say, Jewish emancipation must go a long way to securing the im- 
munity of Jews from active intolerance blossoming into persecution. 
The Jews of this country join their fellow-citizens in the welcome 
accorded to the King and Queen of Rumania, and in the tokens of 
friendship which they are experiencing on their visit. 


The Farce!

Palestine Naturalisation. 


The Palestine Government and the Colonial Ofiice are eugaged 
just now in drawing up regulations for the naturalisation of 
those who désire to become nationally Palestinians. So far as 
Jews are concerned, the fact that they are to be treated in 
the same way as all other peoples seems to us invidious, if | 
not ridiculous. The purpose of the Mandate is to build up a 
Jewish National Home, so that every Jew who repairs to Palestine 
should automatically be able to take up the nationality of the 
land—we would say nationality as Jew. but in any case 


nationality as Palestinian. A man who is horn a Jew ought 
to have the right without any such process as may or may not : 
be neceseary in the case of naturalising aliens, to assume his 4 ae 
nationality in Palestine as a matter of course. It is absurd to :, 


think of a Jew being an alien in his own National Home. Even 
the CHURCHILE Memorandum specifically declared—and Dr.

Wo 
wonder what the Colonial OMice, even if a Labour (:overnment had 
been in would liave said if it had been asked, when the 
Germans wero knocking—very loudly sometimes—-at the gates of 
this country whether, if a regiment of Jews could be got together to 
do its share in fighting the country's battles, the Government would 
promise to reward them with automatic naturalisation if they 
wished it in Palestine. That the offer would have been refused is 
unthinkable. Putting it this way will, we hope, show the Colonial 
OMice and the Palestine Administration something of the meanness 
and ingratitude of the position they have taken up upon the subject

“Are We Worth Saving 2”

Tie to be feared that the question which forms the caption 
of this article—tho mere qurestion—will not prove 
to many of thoso who read it. Just that fect. however 
may be found to justify it. It was the only fit heading 1 

could discover in making public a letter which | received thie week 
from a correspondent, about whose ability to write upon the subject 
he has undertaken, nothing need be said by me. He bases his com 
munication, however, upon something I wrote in these columnea 
some time ago, concerning the prospects of the future of our 
people, and of my belief in the continued maintenance of Jadaism 
in the world Here ie, what the Editor of thfs paper would 
probably call an epitomised form of my correspondents views

Why should Judaism be maintained or ratber, why should 
the Jewish people be encouraged in continuing to exist; 
‘he asks). No one could be more impressed than ! am 
with the ethical value of Judaism, or with the sterling 
worth of many Jews who have gone to illumine what has 
heen well called cur mottled history. But these are days of real 


politics. These are days of aeroplanes and wireless when the 


nethermost parts of the earth are brought into close conjunction 
when men atthe Equator can almost shake hands with those who 
inhabit the Polar regions, and when the Southern hemisphere and 


_the Northern are well-nigh within talking distance. There is no 


room for romance and fable. We have to look at facts and 
actualities, and lask myseif why should the Jewish people ae 
a people, seeing they are as they are. be encouraged to prolong 
their existence Are we worth saving’? Let us put the question 
fo ourselves fairly, free from the bias of conventionalitv and the 
prejudice of tradition. The question is: are we justifying our 
existence—our separate existence’ Land is becoming too valuable 
for ancient monuments and memorials of a oyegone past. The 
space—tbhe moral space—any people occupies inthe world has to be 
justified by their works. You madea great play of the fact that 
we Jews gave to the world the law. We did, but we have been 
unable in four thousand years to give to the world what is the 
essential of the Law, and that ie, the spirit to regard and observe it. 
Who would observe the Ten Commandments to-day were it not for 
the eleventh unwritten one, which is typified by the pcliceman gs tunic 
or perhaps his truncheon? Ido not suppose that on the average a 
larger proportion of the then civilised world was prone to such 
delightful. amusements aa murder, robbery, false swearing, or illicit 
love before the Teun Commandments were given than is the average 
now. All thathae happened in the meantime ia that once upon a 
time there was duly recognised a material force restraining the 
licence which human nature will sometimes assume, while to day 
we speak lese about the material force and more about the moral 
force and the Ten Commandments, If there were no moral force 
evoken of and belteved in. the bumble Robert would stand an 
excellent chance of coming to hia own. Of becoming cananised. if 
not deitied 

So far ae infusing intothe world real respect for Law is concerned 
the Jew has failed so ignominiously that Jews themselves think in 
finitely less about Sinai than they do about Scotland Yard. But you 
will say: what about Religion \nd I say: whatabout Religion? If 
the Jew is to justify his existence on the ecore of the part he bas taken 
in propagating Religion, he has but to look around, and then for 
very shame be would be impolled to put the shutters up True, 
there is a large amount of lip service religion and a small amount of 
earnest faith. But the lip service part is the strongest indictment 
of the Jew's endeavours and proof of the failure of hie mission. 
_— the earnest faith is overwhelmingly a protest against the 

Jewish faith. What ie left, then, to justify the Jews existence 
ac a separate entily 

But evena large majority of Jews themselves reject the 
Jewish mission. It is true that if you ask them, they will say that 
they believe in one God and do not believe in a Trinity, nor are they 
Mohammedans, Confucians, or believers in any of the other great 
creeds of the world. But the Jewish mission, sc far as it 
can be stated in words, consists in a very minor portion of 
any theological belief at all. If it has any purpose other 
than the utilising of a fine sounding expression for justifying 
our existence, must involve belief in the cult of Judaism: and 
belief in the cult of Judaism is inseparable from belief in its 
supreme claims upon those who subscribe to it and range themselves 
as its supporters and propagators. How many Jews then believe in the 
cult of Judaism? How many Jews know anything about the cult of 
Judaism ? The majority—thelarge majority—actually prefer, if we are 
tojudge by their deeds and are totake them as exemplifying their feel. 
ings—actually prefer any other cult they happen to come across. 
Some of them deem it asin—acrime—-if Jews prefer the Jewish cult 
over anyother. No: according to the majority of Jews, they must be 
Americans, Frenchmen, Germans, Russians, Icelanders, 

Japanese, Chinese ahd, I suppose, Hottentotse and Cannibale— 
anything indicative of the culture of the people among whom they 
happen to live ratherthan Jews with Jewish culture. To such an 
extent is this carried on, that the palpable untruth is heralded 
abroad that the bond which binds Jew to Jew throughout the world 
is not that of common history and common destiny and conditions 
which though variable are au fond alike everywhere, but a religious 
brotherhood based, as it ig said, on the possession of the noblest 
Spiritual ideals. The one thing, however, in which Jews differ 
more than in anything else ie precisely in their religioue opinions, 


What aglaring untruth, what a blind, fatuous, misleading 
lie this bond of religious brotherhood, conceived only so as to cover 
the un Jewishness of those who proclaim it, and their desire not to 
be really Jews, isto be sure. Why, of no people can it be so traly 
said—as it is 80 truly said of Jewa—every one of them has his own 
Shulchan Aruch, That aphorism is undeniable. Where, then, is the 
bond of religious brotherhood | 

Pray do not thi ink that Tam not conscious of the poten 
tiali ties that reside in Jews and Judaism. It is because I am so 
impressed with them that the glaring failure of the Jew to do hie job 
inthe world forces itse!f upon me more and more. There is no room in 
the world for those who will not, or: innot do something that justifies 
their existence. What is to be said of a people that persistently 
maintains itself separate and segregated, and yet for the most part is 
ectually annoved when it is called Jew and proud when it is mistaken 
an©jibiway Indian! But, of course, the factiathatthe Jewish people 
has notkept itselftoyether. Paradoxically enough, it is the aill¥ ant: 
Semites who have done the trick. We Jews are the result, so far as our 
being a separate body is concerned, of persecution and intoleranca 
and bigotry: and thy stupid asses that are bent upou’ nothing 
6o much as the elimination of the Jew from the world 
form the one hepe it would appear, of our remaining seperate 
and segregated for yet many a long day. It ie a weird. weird, 
strange, strange world in which foe is friend and friend ia 
foe. Yet if the Jew knew his business~1 mean the real Jew 
who wishes to see his people saved in the sense of not becoming 
aunihilated—he should tind an added blessing somewhere in 
his daily prayers for anti-Semites and haters of Jews who ander 
the inserutable guidance of an ununderstandable Providence 
are doing ‘60 much ‘and doing it &o effectively':to maintain the 
continued existence of the Jewish people. Whether we are worth 
eaving—worth saving as we are, mean, not as we ought to be— 
that is another question. I really cannot help feeling grave doubt 
about it. weiich am sure will be shared by all your readers whodo not 
look at things Jewish with blinkered ‘eyes. And, moreover why 
should we Jews help the anti-Semites in theiec work 


This letter, or, rather, the extracte from it are given not because 
they form something of acuriosity which they do or because they 
reveal a paradoxical condition of mind on the part of the writer, 
They are given because the question: Are we worth saving’ is one 
which it occurs to me every true Jew must put to himself day by day 
and hour by hour. It can be answered only by a consideration of 
what my correspondent calls the potentialities of the Jew—what 
the Jew can do in the world and what he ought todo. Thought on 
that line can never fail to be useful, not alone to the Jew but to 
Humanity for which what he believes to be his God-given mission

THB TSADICK OF DROHOBYOZ.

The death of Mr. Selig Dundon, who passed away last Tuesday morning 
at his residence, 41, \ictoria Street, deprives Dublin Jewry of an ardent 
and untiring worker for the community. The deceased, who was an 
«x Councillor of the Dublin Hebrew Congregation, served on the Seating 
and Extension Committees of the synagogue, and attended a meeting of 
the latter committee less than forty-eight hours before his death. He 
was also an active member of the Committee of the Jewish Board of 
(;oardians. Himself a generous contributor to wany good causes, he aiso 
rendered good service in collecting from others. Charities which benefited 
from his efforts in this direction are, especially, the Jewish Coal lund and 
the Dublin ning Here'd Boot He was a convincéd Zionist, and 
rendered yeoman service to the local Aeren Hayceod Committee, as weil 
as to the local Jewish National Fund Commission. He had formerly been 
» treasurer of the Restoration Fund. Mr. Dundon took a keen interestin 
lvwendly Society work, and was a Past Commander of the local Beacon 
of the Ancient Order Maccabeans and a Past Noble Master of the local 
Lodge of the Grand Order of Israe!. He was also well-known in Masonic 
circles, and only a few weeks ago the /cwish Chronicle recorded bis 
iuetallation as the Worshipful Master of his Lodge, the Minerva Masonic 
Lodge No, 214. Mr. Dandons wife predeceased him some three years 
ago, a loss from which he never entirely recovered. 


Mr. HENRY HARRIS. 

The untimely death of Mr. Henry Harris, of 51, Newcastice Place, 
Whitechapel, has removed from our midst one of the noblest characters 
ip the East of London. He was at a!l times ready and willing to lend 
a sywpathetic ear to all who applied to him for help, and although onlya 
workin, mano he often deprived himselfand his family of many necessities to 
assist his yet poorer brothersand sisters, irrespective of creed and wasnever 
happier than when doing a kind act. Daring the many years he was 
conpected with the Lion Hospital Aid Society as a Comwmitteeman 
and Treasurer, he rendered most invaluable help. He rarely 
wissed its weekly meetings, and to every applicant § for 
ascistance he extended words of loving kindnéss. A day before 
bes death although ip a most critical condition, he advised me to 
rend a patient, who was then leaving the hospital,.to a VCouvalescent 
llome to recuperate. It was his dying wish that the Lion Hospital Aid 
Society's desire to establish a convalescent home for poor children might 
hear fruit. Many, apart from his immediate family, will mouro the 
death of such a lovabie and kindly personality. I trast that God may 
brant hiw everlasting peace, and conso!lation to his sorrowing wife, sons, 
faugbters and relatives.—From Mr. S. H. WAGNER, /'resident, lion 
Aid Society.

No Answer! 


PALESTINIAN NATIONAL HOME!” 


The annual meeting of the League of British Jews was hel 4 
Wednesday, at 5S, Fitzroy Square. ‘There were present: ,

The PRESIDENT said thatthe gathering would show those few of thew 
who were there thatatany rate there was no dissatisfaction felt with the 
manner in which the affairs of the League were. He believed it wasa 
recognised fact in the City thatif a company was succeasful the shareho) 
never turned up in force, and he thought the same could bo said of the 
League. Truth to tell, the need which broughtthem into action was not so 
present to-day as it was when they were first founded, Ina way it coild 
be sald that they had largely achieved the objects for which they 
were founded, and now it was only necessary for the League to main 
tain a watching brief and see that the aspirations of those wii 
differed from them were not again thrust forcibly upon an unwilling 
community. He did not know whether any of them bad read 
an article which had reached him, and which appeared to have cone 
from the /ewish Chronicle, pouring abuse upon the League of British 
Jews. That showed him that the League was still necessary—(lauc)ter) 
—and showed that it was still doing a certain amount of good work. lhe 
other day. the Jewish Chronicle happened to say rather nice things 
about something he had done, and he began to wonder whether h» 
had done right! (Laughter.) He could nearly rely upon havine 
done so if the /ewish Chronicle poured out its usual vituperation 
and so long as it continued to do that, so long did isa 
feel that they would have to keep the League going and maintain ite 
existence. It did not cost a lot cf money. At the present time 
were not asking for large subscriptions. They were not taking monoy 
away from charities or any other organisation which should have tioucy 
from the pockets of the Jewish community. Its upkeep was smia!!. av! 
the Hon. Secretary took the greatest care to see that they spent as tiie 
as possible. He noticed that the year’s expenditure was something 
under £200 in all. Some poople might ask why it was that the [.cague 
was 80 smallin membership. Again the answer was that they wee oot 
pusbing the League in any way. Tbey were not trying to cect sew 
members. Anybody who took an interest in it, who thought as they <ild. 
they welcomed. But as their income was sufficient, as there was no real 
necessity for propaganda at the present time, because the policy laid down 
by the League was the policy of this country towards Palestine, it was 
unnecessary to extend their wembersbip, to ask for increased subscr! ptions 
beyond the nominal one, or in any way to make their presence feit. [«t 
thom remain in the background doing the good work they did. ready iv 
case ofneed. And sometimes they were needed. This year they again 
bad to correspond with the League of Nations Union in order to make it 
quite clear that Judaism could not claim a separate Brauch of that | nico, 
and they had succeeded. ‘They received letters from the Centra! Office say 
igg that they would only accept Jewsas citizens of the couatries in which 
they lived. Let them continue that good work, and then he did not thiak 
is would be necessary to do more than to cali them together once 4 
year. 

Mr. LEONARD L. COHEN proposed the re-election of the Couaci!. He 
said be would not do more than draw attention to the record of those 
concerned, in view of the personalities to which the Chairman iad 
referred. 

Mr. CLAUDE G. MONTEPIORE, in returning thanks on behalf of the 
Council, said that in spite of all the vituperations of the nationalis 
Jewish Press in this country, to which the Chairman had briefly and 
fittingiy alluded, he believed really a considerable number of represen 
tative English Jews wereian sympathy withthe principlesand aspirations 
of the League, whether they were actually mwembers oftbe League or not 
They maintained, and would continue to maintain, that the Jews were 
primarily a religiouscommunity, and it was religion which united them. 
They maintained, and would continue to maintain, that the Jews did pot 
constitute a nation in the same ordinary sense as the Italians or Danes 
did, that they did not constitute a people in quite the same sense as the 
Danes or Italians constituted a people, ani it was because they dil not 
constitute a nation in that semse that they could claim, and insis? 
on claiming, their full rights as citizens and nationals of the 
countries in which they lived. That was very important. As 
Italian who went to America had to become naturalised in order 
to enjoy the full rights of American citizenship, and when naturalised, 
though an Italian in origin, be could no longer call himself a full-blown 
Italian. But thoy claimed that a Jew could be a full-blown Jew and an 
American, and it was because they did not constitute a nation in the 
Samco semse as the Italians or Danes did it was possible for them 
to be’ a complete Jew and a complete American or Engiish- 
man, as the case might be. And they believed that, so far 
from playing ioto the bands of their enemies, the anti-Semites, 
it was the policy of the League, their principles, which cut the 
ground from under the feet of the anti-Semites, and, in the long ran, 
destroyed their machinations and their policy. He woulil venture for the 
first time to say one word about Palestine, and he spoke nowasan individua! 
and not asa member of the Council, though he believed his views were 
shared. The League, as he thought, was in full sympathy with the policy 
of the British Government in Palestine, though that policy seemed to bv 
somewhat inconsistent with the unfortunate name that was chosen for that 
venture. What the British Government offered for Jews in Palesiiue 
was a secure home for those Jews who desired to live there, and }! 
was the hope of the League—it was certainly his hopethat Jews is 
numbers andin plenty would beable to build upa Palestinian national home, 
prosperous, fortunate, tolerant of all races and creeds, and enjoying wit) 
others the fullest civic and national rights. But he did think that 
while the name of “a national home for the Jewish people ” continued, there 
would still remain extreme proclivities and tendencies, and aspiratioas au! 
uorest, especially among the Jews of the countries of South-East Lu-cpe, 
where they did not enjoy perfect freedom as in this country; and it » *4 
for that reason that it was so necessary for the League to continue tu» 
work their Chairman had outlined, so that they might be the make-wei)\' 
against certain dangers which, in the fulness of their sincerity, some Jew= 
caused to the entire Jewish community. They believed that a were 
working in a safe way in order to prevent the growth of anti-Semitism ‘s 
this country and to diminish it in other countries. 

Mrs. GEORGE G. JACOB moved the re-election of the hon. officers. 

Mr. MicHAEL A. GREEN, Hon. Secretary, in returning thanks, slid 
that be was often asked why the League did not advance money to pro 
mote its third object, the settlement of Jews in Palestine. The clause in 
question was drawn up before the Balfour Declaration, They might have 
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. dispensed with the third article, because really they were formed to pro- 


mote the firet two, but they thought that they must make ec: declaration 
io regard to lalestipe. Vrigimally the word used was “to assist’ and not 
* ¢o facilitate,” and it was pointed out that it wie not their intention to 
collect money. Looking back it might bave been better to have used the 
word “to favour.” He thought that the existence of the League had 
heiped to promote the settlement of Jews in Palestine, because by its 
influence op the Constitution of Palestine it had helped to create the 
conditions whereby Jews could scttle uuder safeand prosperous conditions.

Mre. Mobil, im presenting the report and balance-sheet, compared 
the Home to Alice in Wonderland, because it kept on growing, and now 
it bad got quite beyond the space it occupied. lhe Ministry of Health 
to'd them last year not to take so many in-patients. which showed the 
very great necessity for extension. She said that infant welfare was 
POW & Very popular work, and pointed out that the medica! professien 
wat Dow fixing its attention on the pre-pata! period.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Mr. HILLIER HOLT. 


E are an appeal-ridden community, and the committee 

which is now silting to consider the question of the 

co-ordination of charities may be able to propose some 

measures of relief. Meanwhile, the old method whereby 
each charity separately approaches the public bas perforce to be 
continued. There is probably no organisation in our midst which 
is in greater need of, or more 
thoroughly deserves, the support of 
the community than the Jewish Asso 
ciation for the Protection of Girls and 
Women, which is at present conducting 
a campaign to raise the sum of £15,000. 
In spite of the fact that the honoured 
name of Kothschild is closely assocguted 
with it, that it enjoys the eloquent 
advocacy of Mr. Claude G. Montefiore, 
and despite the intrinsic merits of the 
Association, we understand that the 
Appeal is not meetifig with too generous 
@ response, and the Association is stilla 
very long way from the sum for which 
it is asking—an amount which will 
enable itto carry on its beneficent work 
for the next four years and to provide 
for very necessary expansion. A repre 
sentative of the Jewish Chronicle has 
bad a couversation with Mr. Hillier 
Holt, the Treasurer of the Association, in regard to ita work and 
the present Appeal. As ason-in law of the late Mr. Frank I. Lyons, 
Mr. Holt is carrying on a fine tradition of communal service, aud 
has given munificent support to various communal! institutions 
Besides being Treasurer of the Association, he is an active worker 
forthe Jews Hospital aud Orphan Asylum. 

An Urgent Need 


‘As Troasurer of the Association,” said Mr. Ilolt to our representative, 
“Lam naturally very grateful for the opportunity of bringing its claims 
prominently before the Jewish public ia connection with the present 
Appea!, though there are many far tmmore qaalified than I to speak of tho 
Association s work I need only recall the Gevoted services of Lady 
Rothschild, the President, Mr. Claude G. Monteflore, Mr. A. R. Moro, and 
Battersea, the Vice Presidents, and Mr. S Cohen, tle able Secretary, 
to show how fortunate the Association has been in having at its head men 
and women who, for practically a generation, bave laboured in ite service. 
My interest at the moment ts a flaancial one, for the Association is in 
very deep water indeed, and we shal! be most disappointed if ovr present 
effort does not enable us to avoid the necessity of approaching the com 
musity again in the near future, to resume some important work which 
has Lad to bo abandoned on account of Jack of funds. and to undertake somo 
very necessary new work which we have been urgently pressed to do. 
Bo far, we have not succeedclin collecting even half the amount for 
which we are appealing, and it will be lamentable if we are forced to 
confess to the guests at our cioner on the 27th inst. that our ‘drive’ bas 
resuited in $0 ui dagre response 


A Federation of Charities. 


“There is one point which does not appear to be generaliy appre 
clated by the community, and that is that the Association is really a 
Federation of Charities, each of which, separately, has very definite claims 
upon public sympathy and sapport. There ts, first of all, Charcrofs 
House Rescue Home and Hoste! for Uamarried Mothers, located at 
Shepherd 4 usb, where girls who have been led astray are helped to 
refort, and taught how tolead useful and respoctable lives, arrangements 
are made for such as are unmarried mm others to remain with their children 
ta the [fostel while learning to earn their livelibood. Then there is Sara 
Pyke House, in Higubury Yaadrant, N., a Hostel where working girls, 
often carning insuflictent to pay their own way, are provided with 
comfortable lodgings with board, and assisted to fiad respectable employ 
ment. This institution also acts ag an auxiliary hostel to Montefiore 
House Certifed Industrial School for Jewish Girls, located in 
bharoford Hill, for young girls committed by magistrates on account of 
their being in undesirab'e surroundings, or liable—unless properly 
supervised—to enter a life of crime. Another highly necessary institu 
tion i+ Highbury House, where a home is provided for orphans and 
friendiess children, and girls are trained for domestic service. The 
Highbury Home relisves the Jewish Board of GuarJliaus of the burdenof 
roaintaining these belpiess infants who are too young to be received at 
Norwood. [should like to pay a tribute to the devoted work of Mrs. 
Model for this institution. There is aiso an Intermediate Home at the 
Association s Headquarters, where girls and women may live in safety 
while their cases are being tried in the Courts, and where girls and 
women whose cases have not yet been investigated may be taken away 
from dangerous or evil surroundings. I[t is also used as an emergency 
shelter for girls, In the samo premises there is a happy Girls’ Club, 
where girls befriended by the {Association may cnjoy recreation and 
instruction.

Widespread Activities. 


“ Besides maintaining these Institutions, tue Association conducts 
many other activitios. An important function is fulfilled by the Visiting 
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Committee, which not only finds employment for, bub regalarly 
the girls and befriends them in their situations. Another importans 
service is the Dock and Railway Work; the Association sends agenta ty 
railway stations and docks to meet unprotected girls and to conduct them 
to their relatives and friends, or to place them in safety in respectabig 
lodgiogs. This work is carried on in conjanction with Committees in 
many parts of the world, so that girls can be met, assisted, and prot oted 
throughout their travels. Through the ‘Gentlemen's’ and Cases’ 
Committees, energetic action is taken to stamp out the evils connected 
with the TreMc in Womeu and Children. The Association is recognisod 
by the League of Nations as one of the leading voluntary bodies 
engaged in this work, and its Secretary, Mr. 5. Cohen, ia one of the 


_ Assessors on the special section of the League dealing with this work 


The Association acts as the Central Bureau for [oternational l’rotective 
Work, and is ac‘ively ongaged in atimalating interest in all countries 
against the Traffic, and rendering assistance in thoformation and : sain. 
tenance of active Comwmittees. An enormous amount of work is donc in 
conducting Investigationa and Enquiries into individual cases, and giving 
advice, support, and assistance in woral and other diMficultics. Tho 
Association is always actively ongaged in promoting legislation for the 
benefit cf gicls and women, and helping those who come under ita notice 
to take full advantage of the laws onacted for their protection. The 
Association co operates with other organisations in various Movements 
for the general welfare of girls and women, among which tay be 
mentioned the provision of hostels for working girls, the education and 
training of girls for trades; the establisiment of graded homes for way. 
ward girls, and of homes for unmarried mothers together with (lheir 
babies, the care of mentally deficient girls, the assistance and {roe 
t:eatmont of those who are venereally diseased; the care of girls under 
the Probation of Offenders Act, otc. The mere perusal of this recor of 
varied work is sufficient in itself to indicate that it must need consiler 
able resources to maintain this network of activities with cficiency 
A Handicap. 

“ The Association labours under a natural handicap, iaasmuch as the 
vory nature of its work prevents it from being kept prominently vader 
public notice. Many of its activities are of an extreinsly delicate and 
confidential nature, and to attain any success io this kind of work itis 
osseutial that it be kept private. Tho Association cannot be cond: ‘ed 
on mechanical lines. Almost every case with which it is required to deal 
involves separate and individual treatment, and a vast amount of tact 
and knowledge of human nature is required to solve the many often 
intricate problems which are presented to the Staff and the Cases (om 
mittee practically every day. Even in our annual report, which does give 
particulars of some of our cases, only the barest details can be furnished 
We have lately attempted to overcome this handicap by holding private 
meetings, at which itis possible to iadicate in greater dotail the sort of 
work that the Association carries on. We should be very gia of 
addi.ional opportunities of holding such meetings, and the Organising 
Committee would welcome the off>or of drawiog-rooms for this 

International Work. 

‘Another side of the Association's activities which is aiso not muci 
under the public gaze isits international work. The Association acts, a4 
[ have already said, ax the Central Bureau for lLaternational l'rotect.v® 
Work, and the authoritios of the League of Nations are very appreciative 
of the great assistance which is being rendered by our Organisation in tho 
feneral campaiga against the traffic in women and children and ia 
securing uniformity of legislation in the various countries. Dy !o0g 
experience it has been possible to perfect the machinery for dealiog with 
cases abroad and watching the interests of women and girls compelicc to 
move from one country to another. The railway and shipping companics 
are fally alive to the value of the Association's work in this connection, 
‘and there is no passenger vease! leaving a British harbour for a South 
American port the passenger list cf which is not supplied to our office

SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially writter. for the “Jewish Chronicts.” 


“ The fool hath tn fis heart, there noGod.'—Pasim viv. 1 

There are many terms for fool in Hebrew—"735 55 S55 The tirat 
samed sigaifies a vicious churcli who deliberately denics the good. The 
leniers of religious doctrines have been more lenicatly treated in Jewish 
law and practice than in any of the other religions of mankind. Judaism 
has usually held tien responsible for their works rather than for their 
heliefe For we caunot #o deliberately decide what woe shall belleve aa 
we can what wo shall co. Many have become doubters only becate 
their deep aoul could not contain a shallow faucy or a monstrous delusion 

ome people never doubt, because they never think. Therefore, better is 
ihe who etrives to reach the core of things anxiously wrestling with 
toubt, than he who mechanically wears tho yoke of traJition and worships 
in listiess conformity. There are believers anc believers, deniers and 
lentcrs. There are certain phases of belief and faith that are indications 
character. Toa certain extent our beliefs decide what we are. Tobe 
ble to believe, to be gifted with faith, ia often tho test of a great son’ 
Lo be deprived of this privilege, of this trust in the influite God and the 
insite gooc, often implies a grave deficiency in disposition. But thero 
ire believers who are vicious creatures—theic beliefs are not real and 
vital On the other hand, there are unbelievers noble and acif denying 
they are unconscious believers. for no real beliefin a vital idea could 
‘nd in itself without leaving its impress on our being. You cannot tear 
part your real beliefs from yourselves, because they are yourselves, and 
what you feel anc what you do, what you are and what you will become, 
‘epends upon the convictions of your sou! 

Faith in God and faith in man are closely allied to one another 
\} beu you lose faith in one you have learnt to trust you will fod yourselt 
‘oring faith in the invisible God. AVith the sinking of high human trust 
the @ignity of life sicks too For belief ia God includes belief in the 
nobility of man, in the goodness of the world, ia tho digaity of life. God 
is a vast word, and meanslove and righteousness, ondless power to make 
justice the foundation of the world. Caly a fool could say there is.no 
God, and stand ia thie vast universe godiess and alone. ‘To think that ait 
is here by chance, and whether wea rise or fall, whether we flourish or 
collapse into the yawning abyss of forgetfulness ail depends on the blind. 
anpguided movement of a chaos of atoms. But faith in God does not 
depend upon logic or argument. We cannot teach faith any more than 
wo cau teach parents to love their children. ‘Lhe best sentiments cannot 
be argued, they go too deep for reasop \\o must act confuse moral con 
viction with intellectual conviction. You cannot be convinced of God 
outside of you, if you do aot find God within you If we think the worid 
petty and godiess aud animal, it is becav se we ars petty and godless anol 
wimal, and see rc flected the unflitteriug vision of ourselves, 

Just as belief in God involves otber beliefs, so denial of God involves 
other denials. [Ut leads first to the denial of the soul. It brings us to the 
lreary conciusion that we are nothing more than clods of carth kept 
4oing by chemical combustioa. Life and thought and feeling are reduc d 
to mere mechanical aud automatic action, and man ceases to be a respou 
sible creature. Again, if God is no: we have no ideal for progress, no 
standard of perfection to spur our moral emulation, no sublime model by 
which to shape our lives. Take God out of the world, and bow poor the 
werld becomes. Conscience is explained away Whatisit’” asks the 
atheist. Schopenhauer answers, one fifih fear, one-fifth superstition. 
one fifth prejudice, one-fifth vanity and one fifth custom. Thus are the 
very foundation stones of morality loosened. lLuty ceases to be a Divine 
messenger, and is simply a phantasm made up of desire and fear. bothe 
godless state is generally the cynical state. the deniers of God, the sou! 
and conscience become the deniers of the better and purer aide of human 
endeavour. They fail to see God in history, in progress, in natural law, 
tn human natcre, they become sceptical of every disinterested good. 

‘lhere was mana who lived in the landof and noné bave yet 
decided to what age he belonged -what matter. His name was Job -a 
uame that dispels the spirits cf darkness and evil. All the bumano 
tuisfortunes that the saddest lives know enterod into bis !oss of wealth ana 
children, physical agony ‘Vost thou still hold fast in thy integrity ’ 
Renounce God and die,” said his companion. And Job replied: “Thou 
speakest as one ofthe foclish speak. What! shall we receive good atthe 
hand of God, and not receive evil’ The Lord giveth, the Lord taketh 
away. Blessed be the name of the Lord.” That is what is meant 
by faith. A belief that stands such a test. a firmoess (7373N) 
in right that cannot be broken by trials and pain. Such 
is the faith that does not come of itself by drift of thought. but has to be 
fought for by wrestling with évi!l, and by superhuman effort, holding faat 
to good. And thatis ths kind of faith that the Hebrews did not deapise 
of which it was said, “the righteous shall live by his fiith” Alwaya 
behind tho right life therc is aright faith that makes it alone possible 
ihe mau may call himself a aceplic, bat when you touch higesscliefin the 
all pervading moral law, that we owe duties somewhere, that the good is 
beautiful and must be sought, you will find beis not sceptical, but that 
these beliefa are the very fivre of his beiag, the warp and woof of all 
his actions. Our ancestors did not dospise faith when it came to 
the martyrs test. Hide the principles of religion as we will 
behind ceremonies and formulas and conventional usages, this foundation 
mustalways be there. Withouta perennial spring of faith in the hidden 
depths of the soul, the inspiration for nobie deeds will soon exhauat 
itself. “ The beginning of wisdom is the fear of the Lord; to fear God 
that is wisdom, and to depar€ from evi! thatis understanding,”

The resuit of the Elections, with the exception of the magoiiude of 
the victory of the Communists, has not come as a *urprise in political 
circles. The strengthening of the Right at the cxpense of the Middle 
partics and Socialists was a foregone conclusion and an iocrease in the 
Communist vote was fully expected. As far as the Jewish probicm te 
concerned, the success of the Ki cht is certainly a new disturbing ecicment 
in the situation. Very much depends now on the character cf the next 
Government A Cabinet which will bave to depend on the Me cderate 
Kight rather than on the Sccialista will uot be favonral'’e to the Jews, 
and the only alternative now to a ' oc cf the Middie partics and the 
socialists is a pact between the Night and the Middle partics. Neither 
the Leit, acr the Centre, the Light of the Keichstag can command a

A Federation of Charities. 


‘There is one point which does not appear to be generally appre 
elated by the community, and that is that the Association is really a 
Federation of Charities, each of which, separately, has very definite claims 
upou public sympathy aod sapport. There ts, first of all, Charcrofs 
House Kescue Home and Hoste! for Uamarried Mothers, located at 
Shepherds [ush, where girls who have been !ed astray are helped to 
reforin and taught how tolead useful and respactable lives , arrangements 
arc made for such as are unmarried mm others to remain with their children 
ia the Ilostel while learning to earn their livelihood. Then there is Sara 
Pyks House, in Highbury Yasdrant, '., a Hostel where working girls, 
often carning insuficient to pay their own way, are provided with 
comfortable lodgings with board, and assisted to find respectable employ 
ment. This institation also acts as an auxiliary hostel to Montefiore 
Hiouse Certified Industrial School for Jewish Girls, located in 
btaraford Hill, for young girls committed by magistrates on account of 
thelr being in undesirab’e surroundings, or liable—unless properly 
supervised—to enter a life of crime. Another highly necessary institu 
tion i+ Highbury House, whero a home is provided for orphans and 
friendiess children, and girls are trained for domestic service. The 
Highbury Home relisves the Jewish Board of Guarilians of the burdenof 
maintaining these helpless infants who are too yourg to be received at 
Norwood. I should like to pay a tribute to the devoted work of Mrs. 
Modgei for this institution. There is aiso an Intermediate Home at the 
Association 4 Headquarters, where girls and women may live in safety 
while their cases are being tried in the Courts, and where girls and 
women whose cases have not yet been investigated may be taken away 
from dangerous or evil surroundings. It is also used as an emergency 
shelter for girls. In the samo premises there is a happy Girls' Club, 
where girls befriended by the {Association may crjoy recreation and 
instruction.

Even in our annual report, which does g\vo 
particulars of some of our cases, only the barest details can be furnished 
We have lately attempted to overcome this handicap by holding private 
meetings, at which it is possible to iadicate in greater dotail the sor! of 
work that the Association carries on.

The fool hath said heart, there is noGod.—~—Pagim viw.. 

There are many terms for fool in Hebrew—73 Yas S35 The tirat 
named sigaifies a vicious churl who deliberately denies the good. The 
leniers of religious doctrines have beon more lenicatly treated in Jewish 
law and practice than in any of the other religions of mankind. Judaism 
has usually held men responsible for their works rather than for their 
beliefe. For we caunot #o deliberately decide what we shall believe aa 
we can what wo shall co. Many have become doubters only because 
their deep soul could not contain a shallow faucy or a monstrous delusion 

ome people never doubt, because they never think. Therefore, better is 
the toan who alrives to reach the core of things anxiously wrestliog with 
loubt, than he who mechanically wears the yoke of traJition and worships 
in listicss conformity. There are believers anc believers, deniers and 
lenicers. There are certain phases of belief and faith that are indications 
f character. Toa certain extent our beliefa decide whatweare. Tobe 
ble to believe, to be gifted with faith, ia often tho test of a great son’ 
Lo be deprived of this privilege, of this trust in the loflaite God and the 
in atte gooc, often implies a grave deficiency in disposition. But thero 
ire believers who are vicious creatures-—theirc beliefs are not real and 
vital On the other hand, there are unbelievers nobie and self denying 
they are unconscious believers.

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The Elections in France. 


Twelve Jewish Deputies. 
[From our Correspondent. | PARIS. 


No “ Jewish Question,” arose in the elections just cow pleted in rance. 
Apart from the small group of Royalists of the extreme light, the party of 
the Action Jrancaise, which wore or less corresponds with a milder form 
of Jlakenkreucter, and which agitates against “Jewish finance,” aod 
“ foreigners,’ no political group has made use, or even thought of making 
use, of anti-Jewish propaganda. Anidea of theestimation in which the 
reactionaries are held in France may be gained from the fact that their 
leader, Mr. Léon Daudet, who stood for one of the Paris divisions, was 
defeated, and that not a single one of his supporters was elected any. 
where. Neither was Mr. Denais, director of the Libre Parole, elected, 
although he did not class himself as an ant!-Semite, but stood on a 
Republican ticket. There has been no racial or religious feeling in the 
elections ; some Jewish candidates have stood successfully. and in the 
case of those who have been defeated, their rejection was due notto their 
religion, but to the fact that their political views were not in accord with 
those of the majority of the electors of their divisions. 

The late Chamber of Deputies included thirteen Jews. Onevf thei, 
Mr. Simonin, Mayor of Schirmeck, did not present himself for re-election. 
Of the remaining twelve, five were defeated—Messrs. Maurice de 
Rothschild (son of Baron Edmond), Mande! (formerly Mr. Clemenceau s 
private secretary), Erlich, Israe!,and Georges Levy. The seven deputies 
re-clected are Messrs. L. L. Klotz (late Minister of Finance). Maurice 
Bokanowski (Minister of Marine), Ldouard Ignace (late | onder Secretary 
of Btate), Léon Blum, the well-known Zionist, Ubry, Andre Fribourg, and 
Léon Meyer, Mayor of Havre. Others who have been elected are Mesars. 
Hesse, a former deputy, Professor Albert Milhaud, Levy-Alphandery 
(Mayor of Chaumont), Georges Weill (a former deputy in the German 
Reichstag), and Camille Picard, formerly a deputy in the l'rench Chamber. 
The Jews elected belong to every shade of Kepublican opinion. 


According to another report, the number of Jews elected is fourteen. 


The Foundation Fund. 
New Relief Organisation's First Meeting. 

The fret meeting of the new Foundation |und was held in Paris last 
Sunday. The Council of the Ica, the representatives of the Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee (Messrs. Julius Goldman, Rosen, and Lehman), Dr. 
Rosenbaum, of Kovnu, snd Senator Shereshevaky, of Warsaw, were 
present. Mr. Lebman announced that the Joint Distribution Committee 
had remitted 500,000 dollars to the Foundation lund, and, in addition, 
276,000 dollars had been set aside to cover previous commitments. The 
entire assets of the “ Joint” in Europe were placed in the hands of the 
Foundation Fund. The meeting voted 100,009 dollars to the People’s 
Banke in Austria, 100,000 dollars to various institutions in Poland, and 
25,000 dollars to Lithuania. The Ica allocated 50,000 dollars to Austria 
and 62,000 dollars to Lithuania for banks and buildiug purposes. It was 
decided that the Managers of the Foundation Fund, Messrs. Unger and 
Kahn, should investigate the claim of the “.R.T.”’ for a subsidy towards 
the professional schools. The application fora grant to the Students’ 
Union was refused. It was decided to elect an Executive of three. Mr. 
Lebman, Mr. Philipsoff, and a person to be elected by the eight notables 
en the Council of the Foundation Fund will form the Executive. 


The Situation in Turkey. 
Jews and the Angora Government. 
(From a Correspondent. | 


Since the saviour of the New Turkey, Mustapha Kemal! l’asha, 
secured by force of arms the complete independence of his country, a 
thousand contradictory rumours have been spread regarding the lot of 
eur coreligionistsin Turkey. It has been said that Jews would be 
obiiged to leave the country; that our brethren would no longer be 
allowed to exercise commerce or any liberal profession in the Turkish 
Republic; all agreed that a wave of violent anti-Semitism would surge 
from Constantinople to Smyrna, from Broussa to Angora. 

But this view ofthe situation does not correspond with reality. That 
following the signing of the Treaty of Lausanne, there was a tremendous 
revival of nationalism in Turkey is by no means to be wondered at. 
What people would not feel a perhaps exaggerated sentiment of pride 
in recovering its liberty, in seeing the justice of its demands recognised 
by the world’ The Turks demanded, with justice, the expulsion of 
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certain groups of Armenians and Greeks who bad grossly abused (he 
privileges they had-gained. As regards the Jews, however, it cannot hy, 
said definitely that there bas been any movement against them. Certain 
(fishers io troubled waters, certain obscure journals requiring a Hllip to 
their circnlations, certain unscrupulous opportunists, have undoubted) y 
agitated avainst the Jews; threats, wore or less characteristic of thy, 
sources, bave been uttered. [The Jews, who have always been we) 
treated io Turkey, became alarmed, even panic-strickea. But they aia 
nothing to show their detractors that their accusations were i!!-founde, 

that the agitation was injaring the economic interests of the contr, 

apart from its considerable moral effect on Tarkey's reputation for toi: +, 


tion. The Jews did nothing, did not even defend themselves, prefer: ip, 
to let the evil hour pass. Whether they were right or wrong tho (it ire 
will show. 

| cam assert defiaitely that in official and governmental circics no 
animosity whatever is felt against the Jews. Jhere is no need to reca)! 
here the sentiments of friendship towards our coreligionists clearly 


expressed by Ismet Pasba. Mustapha hema!:l’asha, the President of 
the Republic, replying at Smyrna toa question by Mr. K. Amado. said. 
before an audience of ten thousand: “The Jewa and the Turks form one 
body: their fatesareindissolubly bound together.” High officials, People's 
Commissaries, Deputies, all men of weight have expressed themselves in 
a similar manner. 

The Jews themselves must understand that the new regime ip 
Turkey brings with it new duties towards the State. In conscientivisiy 
fulfilling those duties, in discharging all those burdens which fal! on every 
citizen alike, Turkish Jews will be able to enjoy the rights inherent in 
their Turkish pationality, and to maintain those rights without fear or 
reproach. They must adapt themselves to the country's new form of 
government; they must divest themselves of a certain pusillanimity 
which has characterised them, and hold up their heads prondly as 
citizens. 


The Minorities in Poland. 
New Bill in Preparation. 


[From our Correspondent.) WARSAW, 


The Voilish Premier has informed Deputy Dr. Keich, Chairman of the 
Jewisb Parliamentary Party, that the Government is framing a Bill dealing 
with the status of the Nationa) minorities. The Government will submit the 
measure to the various parties and to the representatives of the minorities, 
and, following their approval, the Bill will be introduced into the Se)w. 
The Government Commission of the minorities problem incivdes the 
ex-Minister, Mr. Grabski, Advocate Levenhartz (aJew), Deputy Thugutt, 
the Liberal leader, and Mr. Starchevs, of the Peasants’ Party 

Remarkable scenes were witnessed at Chmielnik, in connection witb 
the recent funeral of the local Catholic priest. The deceased wae a 
staunch friend of the Jews, and only a few days before his death, in one 
of bis last sermons, he implored his community to live in harmony with 
the “ oldest nation” and not to do any injury to Jews, “as God's wrath 
was sure to visit the persons who persecuted the Jews.” The entire loca! 
Jewish Community took part in the funeral procession. The new !’riest 
permitted the Jews to march with their bats on, despite the outcry of the 
anti-Semites. Three Jewish girls carried a wreath in front of the 
procession. 

Three Jews, Messrs. Ashkenazi, Svarkover, and Landa, have een 
elected delegates to the Galician Red Cross Conference. ‘be eiect a 
has aroused much opposition among the anti-Semitic element.

Jews in the Russian Revolution. 


Maxim Gorki’s Denial. 


The Mezcogiorne of Naples, publishes an interview with Maxim Gor'!. 
who is at present in Sorrento, in the course of which he deals with the 
prevalent idea in Europe that the Russian Revolution was organised and 
carried out by Jews. ‘The allegation, he deciares, is without foundation 
and is entirely due to ignorance. The Revolution was organised by pure 
Russians like Bakunine, Krapotkin, and Dostoyewski. 

Gorki goes on to describe the “Protocols of the Learned Elders of 
Zion” as idiotic phantasies. The percentage of Jews occupying high 
positions in the Russian State and bureaucracy, he says, by no meaus 
corresponds to what it is alleged to be in Europe. Of the fourteen 
People’s Commissaries eleven are Russians, one is a Georgian, and two 
are Jews. 

The Mezzogiorno is directed by the anti-Semitic publicist, co 
Preziosi, who circulated the “ Protocols ” in Italy.

Jews and Citizenship Rights. 
[From our Correspondent. | BUCHARES!. 


Anti-Semitic activity is widespread in the Kumanian Army. Antl- 
Jewish pamphlets are distributed in thousands among the soldiers, and 
the officers allege that the Ministry of War is in sympathy with the Jew- 
baiting agitation. 

It is stated on good authority that over thirty-three thousand Jewish 
refugees from Kussia and the Ukraine entered Bessarabia in 192). 

A meeting for the purpose of deciding what action shall be taken to 
safeguard the citizenship rights of the Jews of Rumania, was held 
recently in Cluj. Dr. Max Klein, the convener of the conference, said 
that never before had the Jews of Transylvania had to face so critica! 4 
situation. The new citizenship law threatemed the Jews with the 
deprivation of their rights. They must take strong measures for pre- 
venting the execution of this law, and only thirty days now remained in 
which action could be taken. Dr. Fildermann, |’resident of the Union of 
Rumanian Jews, pointed out that Jews in the country were faced wit) 
the prospect of losing the rights which they had won after years of 
atroggle. The chief danger lay in the fact that a roll of citizems had to 
be compiled by a special commission, and if a name was omitted, either 
accidentally or for any other reason, the bearer of that name would, a0 
any rate, temporarily lose his citizen rights, with serious resultant 
disabilities. He proposed the establishment in every town of organisa 
tions for the defence of the rights of the Jews. 
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Jewish Immigration to America. 
— 
Stupendous Figures. 


The J.7.4. reports the receipt from Kieff of some very interesting 
figures of the number of Jews who have left Rassia to settic in America 
since 1561, the date of the first of the modern pogroms. According tothe 
report, their numbers have reached the colossal figure of 1.641.654). The 
roport continues : 

From 1381 to 1884, 74,310 Jews emigrated from Russia to the United States. 
ft core 1s385 to 1891, the average annua! emigration of Jews to the ( nited States 
from Russia was about 25,000. In 1892, it was 60.925. After that the ermigration 
wave consistently fell. In 1899, the number of Jewist emigrants to the Ua:ted 
States was 16,021. In 1901, the figures began to rise again. Thev reached their 
highest point between 1901 and 1908 (the period of the Russo Jay anese War. the 


pogroms, the revolution and the reaction). In 1901, 58.098 Jews emigrated from 
Russia to the United States, and in 1906, 153,748. From 1%». the feares fel! 
again, reacbing an annual average of less than 60.000. In 1915. the figures rose 
back to 101,512. In 1914 they were 138,051. With the beginning of the War they 
fellagain. In 1916 they were 26,108, In 1919, they went dowu to 3.055. [» 1429 


they rose back to 119,036; in 1922 they fell again to 49,726, and iu lvls. to 4). 445. 
The total number of Jews, 1,651,633, who emigrated from Lussiato the United 
States between 188i and theend of 1925 was 11 per cent. of the total immigration 
iato America for the period. 


Hebrew Immigrant Aid Society. 


“ Americanisation Department. 


Ata recent meeting of the Board of Directors of the Hebrew Sheiter- 
ing and immigrant Aid Socicty it was decided to re-organise the 
Americapisationand Naturalisation Department. with a view of widening 
its activities and increasing its effectiveness. Each Jewish immigrant 
arriving at any port in the United States will be got in touch with. and, 
where practicable, instraction in citizenship will be given by the H.1.A.5. 
branches, or the immigrant will be directed to a point where he or she 
may obtain the proper instruction, with a view of preparing for intelligent 
ciivenship. The Board appointed Mr. Alexander L. Shluger. who was 
lor apy years Principal of the Thomas Davidson School, and who was in 
charge of the H.1.A.8. activities in Poland for over three years, to direct 
the aaturalisation and Americanisation work. 


The Reform of the Calendar. 


A Dutch Protest. 


‘lhe Amsterdam Chamber of Commerce bas sent a Memorandum to 
the Minister of Trade and Commerce urging the Government to oppose 
the proposal of the League of Nations to reform the calendar. The 
Momorandum points out that changes such as those proposed wouid 
“ontall difficulties for Jews who are observant of their faith, and business 
difficulties imposed upon Jewish traders would affect also nou Jewish 
traders who are in business relations with them.” 


The Ica Thanked by Ukrainian Refugees. 


At its last meeting the Central Committee of Ukrainian Kefugees in 
essarabia sent an address of thanks to the Jewish Colonisation Associa. 
tion «©‘two-bundred and fifty heads of families, representing al! the 
refugees left in Ramania at the present time, attended the meeting and 
expressed their deep gratitude for the work done by the Ica. Mostofthe 
large Jewish organisations have ceased their work in Rumania, or are 
preparing to leave. ‘The Ica alone is still concerning itself about the 
refugees remaining in the country. Io one year's work, between May 
i's) and May 1924, the emigration offices created by the Association in 
Bucbarest, Kischineff, and Bielzi, were able to forward almost 6,100 
refugees out of about 4.500 who left Rumania io the course of that period,

The following is an abstract of the annual report of the Cowwittee of 
the Jews’ Deaf aud Damb Home for Children : 

At the end of the year there were forty-seven childret at the Home. * hich nae 
accommodation foreighty The comparatively smal! number of new arrivalse— 
fve—is giving the Committee cause for grave concern.

Rabbi Mattuck's Visit. 

Last Sanday Rabbi !. 1. Mattuck visited Bradford. inthe afiernoon 
he addressed a drawing room meeting of the Reform Congregation on 
“Judaism and the fatuore.” Mr. Artbar Gottheil presided. Rabbi 
Mattick sald that although the Reform wing of Judaism diflered from 
Liberal Jadaism in many details, there was a basic unity of purpose and 
- @utiook in that both Reform and Liberal Judaism were animated by the 

spirit of progress andevolation. They could not stand still with equanimity 
while pumbers of their faith were wavering or in doubt, and while he 
(Rabbi Mattack) was not in the least antagonietic to Orthodox Judaism, 
he foit that what was essential in Judaiem was absolute sincerity, ap 
identity between profession of faith and practice of that faith. They 
had no patience with shams and wake-belleves. They had 
to assert the right for Jewe to pray in a language which they 
understood aod which they used in daily life. lt he were 
asked about the attitude of “Liberal” Judaism towards Shechita 
he would reply that ‘iec/i'ta was a matter about which Libera! Judaism 
took no official stand and on which " Liberal ‘ Jews had no official teachings. 
If Shechita would make a man a better Jew by cbhserving it, he would not 
interfere with that maas practice or criticise it. On the otber hand. 
were a Jow not to observe Siechiia, he would not, in the speaker's 
opinion, be any the worse a Jow. 

Toe Rav. N sthagiel Jacobs, in proposing a yote of thank« to Mabbi 
Mattuck, sail that where the Liberals” were headway was in 
the ficldof Jewish Religions Education. Mr. Oswald M. Strauss seconded 
the vote of thanks. Mr. Merton Arensberg thanked Mr. and Mice G ottbell 
for their hospitality. 


In the evening Rabbi Mattack lectured at the Masonic Hall, cn “ The 
Jow as Citizen.” The Rev. W. Paxton, who presided, said that he had 
been asked why he took such a profound interest in Judaism and Jews. 

_ It was because he was attempting to repay something of the very creat 
debt which the world owed tothe Jews. They had made magnificent 
contributions to the literature of the world.

Mattuck.ino 
dea'iog with the yuestion as ta whether Jowsshou!d vote as Jews, said that 
he did not believe they should do so if it were a matter of deciding which 
party should rale or who sbould be Prime Minister. They should be 
concerned as hninin belogs bat not as Jews. If, however. the Jewish 
vote meant thatai!l Jews, as Jews, should take part in the conflict between 
right and wrong, between justice and injustice, then not only should the 
Jewish vote be desired, but it should be a duty, just as be wonld ack his 
Christian neighbours to vote for right against wrong.

Farewell Meeting t to Mr. Ussishkin. 


BIALIK ON AN JEWRi 

A farewell meeting to Mr M. M. ‘ssishkin, who is journeying to 
Europe on behalf of the Jewish National Fund, was heid recently in 
jerusaicm. Dr.J L. Msgoes presided. Addresses were delivered by 
the Chairman, Mr. David Yellin, M. Schiller, Principal of the Jerusalem 
Vymuasium, Dr. Nahum Goldman, of Berliv, and the famous poet 
Chaim Nachman Bialik. 

Mr. Bialik paid a striking tribute to Mr. Ussisbhin s unremitting 
aevotion to the great work he bad undertaken. Much was spoken about 
the revival of the nation, but it could bave uo reality as long as they had 
not the land. Le believed that the present hour was a favourabie one 
for Mr Ussishkin to approach theic brethren in the Gain‘) and explain 
to them what was >2ing done. Inthe past three weeks he had toured 
the country, and he felt that the critical period was past. The birth 
pangs were over. What he had secon with his own eyes tal planted 
in his heart the faith that the “exn’u’ hed arrived Mr. Ussishkin would 
come to the lands which be had left only afew years ago, but what would he 
fod’ When he left them Israel had not, indeed, been flourishing 
brut to-day be would tiad only ruins. There was not a trace of the work 
with which he had formerly b_en associated. In Germany thousands of 
refugees f.om various lands, and particularly from Russia, bad congre 
gated, aud had become the slaves of slaves. [| ormerly the Jews had 
a: similated to the ways of Russia, to day they bad to assimilate to the 
cultuce of servants who had become masters. He would find Jews more 
Ktumapian than the Kumaniaus, more Lithuanian than the people of 
Lithuania. The Jews in those countries endured a double Slavery. A 
generation bad grown up without a home, withc vt land, without God, 
without a moral code. They lived as the beasts of the fleld, without 
thooght for the morrow. ‘l'hose were the persons Mr. Ussishkin would 
meet, he would tell them of the small group which had been privileged 
to cacape frow their /:in nom and to become purified by their work on our 
aacred land. He (the speaker) felt certain that Mr. Ussishkins story 
would penetrate into their hearts and bring them back repentant to their 
people. They would undcrstind that their ghetto lives were purposeless 
Mr. Ussishkin might meet persons who were dabbling in politics and who 
wou'd perhaps desire to make use cf his visit. but he would remember 
that at this favourable moment for the upliliing of the people's hearts, his 
“elder brother” was touring the other baifcf the universe. Oaly with 
tie united force of both and the power of peace could they upbuild the 
country and hasten the coming of the Messiah. 

In the course of his reply, Mr. Ussisbkin said that he would at the 
proper time and piace defend his views, but be could not fulfil two 
missions at one and the sametime. He was going forth on behalf of the

First Jewish Quarry in Palestine.

POGROM ORPHANS ARRIVE. 


The Zionist Organisation Central Office states that work has begun 
op the firet quarry in Palestine owned and worked by Jews. Itissituated 
o® the Amoe estate near Jerusalem, on the land of the Jewish National 
Faod. A tract of more than one acre, very rich in valuable stone, 
has been leased by the Fund to the Solel Boneh Company, which 
intends ettablishing the largest stone quarry in the neighbourhood of 
Jerusalem. 'p-to-date machinery will be used, and the quary 
will be joimed to the railway by a branch line. The first stones hewn 
will be used for the building of the scientific institutes of the Hebrew 
Upiversity,. on which work has already begun. 

In accordance with the decision of South African Jewry to maintaio 
in Palestine 250 children orphaned in the Ukraine pogroms, and to have 
thew trained in agriculture, a first group of 115 children has already 
arrived in the country. The Jewish National and has leased a site of 
125 acres at Merchavia (on the Sea of Galilee), and another plot of 112 
aeres at Tel-Adae (in the Valley of Jezreel), to be used as agricultural 
training croonds. It is proposed to erect farm school buildings in both 
places at a cost of £7,000.

bin —My colleagoe, Rabbi Yoffey, addressed a letter to the issue of 
your valnabie journal-for April Iisth, entitled “Orthodoxy and /retz 
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Yisrael” in which he deplored the lack of support given by the orthodo 
element to the National Movement since the Balfour Declaration. 


That letter called for little comment except regret at the genera! 
truth of Rabbi Yoffey's statement, but the renewed attacks on Zionisin 
as evidenced by Lord Kaglan’s uncalled for and baseless allegations in th. 
House of Lords (as reported in last week's Jewish Chronicle), allegations. 
which the Government indignantiy refuted, protesting against their 
insinuation of “ Zionist tyranny,” reveal that we cannot afford to ignore 
the continued indifference shown by orthodoxy tothe National Movement 
as carried on to-day. 

I do not intend to enter into any long disyvisition as to the reason for 
this attitude, except that official Zionism must bear the brunt of the 
responsibility in the flagrant manner in which, in too many instances 
bas flouted all that Orthodox Judaism holds most dear; nor do lagree with 
Rabbi Yoffey that a conference even of “ Mizrachi” is the panacea !:: 
these ills. 1 should have imagined that the history of the last six years. 
a chronicle of abortive conferences, would have been sufficient to warn 
him off this exploded remedy. 

But lam whole-heartedly in agreement with bim that the only means 
of making Palestine a National Home in the full sense of the term is by 
enlisting the orthodox elements, and the only way to do this, I maintain. 
is by the constant inculcation of the true principles of Judaism into the 
rising generation, 

lor the outer world—unfriendly when not actively hostile—only seers 
in Palestine the political element, loudly if not largely represented. if 
we laid as much stress on our religious aspirations as the Zionist leaders 
do on their political, we would cut the ground away from under the feet 
of our enemies, who allege with too much reason that the religious Jews 
play the least important roiie in the establishment of the “ Nationa! 
Home.” 

History, Macaulay said, was philosophy teaching by examples. iy 
remedy is, | know, time-worn and unattractive, but as we lost the Holy 
Land by our non-observance of the sacred ordinances, we are not likely ‘o 
regain it by a like ignoring of thorte tenets on which our faith is founded, 
and only by the adhesion to which are we entitled by Divine mercy to 
hope for a restoration to the land of our fathers.

FAREWELL MESSAGE TO AMERICAN ZIONISTS. 


Dr. and Mrs. Weizmann arrived in London from their American tour 
on Wednesday. 

On the eve of his departure from New York, Dr. Weizmann was given 
an enthisiastic farewell by the Zionist Organisation of America ata public 
meeting held in the Hotel Astor. Over one thousand Zionists filled the 
bal! and over five hundred more were turned away. 

In the course of his address, Dr. Weizmann said: “! ntil the Jewish 
Agency is built up bere, and in l-urope, and until these two parts are 
combined, ready to take over the burden of the reconstruction of Pales. 
tine, this work is the entire responsibility of the Zionists and of the 
Zionist Organisation. As this work cannot be stopped for a single second 
—it has to go on, it must go on~then the Zionists must patiently and 
faithfully carry the entire burden as nobly as they have borne it hitherto. 
The guarantee for the ultimate success of the building up of the Jewish 
Agency out of the various elements of Jewry rests only on one thing—in 
the sustained and continued effort of the Zionists togoon with their work. 
The greater the effort, the easier and more harmonious will be the con 
tract between the non-Zionistsanc us. For a long time, until this work 
is achieved—and it will yet take considerable time—it is more than ever 
the Zionists’ responsibility to go on with the work in higher and more 
emphatic measure than has hitherto been the case.

ADDRESS BY DR. S. BRODETSKY. 


{From our Correspondent. } AMSTERDAM. 

Under the auspices of the Zionist Society for the Furtherance 
of Knowledge, Dr. Selig Brodetsky lectured in Amsterdam on “ Tie 
Place of Science ia the Jewish National Revival.” Professor Dr. 
Ornstein presided. in the course of his address, the speaker said that the 
namber of prominent Jewish mathematicians and scientists was very 
high. a fact which bad been demonstrated a week previousiy at the 
Congress at Delft, where more than ten per cent. of those taking part were 
coreligioniste, while Jews formed only one per cent. of the world's 
inhabitants. Many prominent students bad. however. become lost to 
Judaism. Such organisations as that Society helped to remedy this, to 
make the Jew feelal! the timea Jew. But the best remedy of ail iay in 
Paiestine, from which centre inspiration could proceed as it did from the 
etudents of the Universities of Oxford and Cambridze. 


Technical Education in Palestine. 
> 
LECTURE BY Mt. LOUIS CANTOR, 

Last Sunday, Mr, Lonis Cantor, C.0 , lectured tothe Ang'o Palestinian 
Ciub on “Technical Problems in Palestine.” Mr. Arthur Blok, B.Sc., 
A.M.LM.0., presided 

Mr. Cantor began by contrasting conditions under the Turkish rule with 
those under the English Administration As soon as the O.L.1.A. was 
orcauised, it began to provide fcr the essentials of good government. 
The Military Administration organised the Department of Public Health, 
which had an opportunity to begin its work from the very bottom 
upwards. Saoitary engineers were employed to drain Jerusaiem. ‘The 
Zionist Organisation expended £10,009 in aid of this work. ‘This was the 
urst modern sanitation in the Near Fast. Last year there was a great 
scarcity of water in Jerusaiem. The Civil Government took steps to 
amplify the water supply. Great thanks were due to the ciforts of 
(,eueral Grant, as Director of Public Works. The lecturer went on to 
describe the work of the Departmentof Pablic Heaith in fighting malaria. 
Very good modern houses had boen builtin Tolpioth, Te! Aviv, and other 
places, but tha house sanitation was defective. He had arranged a 
programme of instruction in the country, and be hoped that they were 
approaching the time whcna proper plumbing would becarried out. There 
were plenty of engineers in Palestiue, but thero were not enough qualified 
draughtsmen, foremen, and skilled artisans. There was a ureat need for 
young Faglish Jews to go out and do work of this kind Th» lecturer 
showed several slides dealing with various sides of the work in Palestine.

Richmond Religion Classes. 


The distribution of prizes was held at the synagogue last Sunday.

The Curer Raper said that the work of Hebrew and Religion 
Classes was most sacred and important. Every Jew with any respect 
within him did all he could to prevent the name of Jew suffering in the 


eyes of non-Jews. If one Jew committed a wrong it was not the individual 
who suffered, but the entireccnimupnity. It was not enough that the Jewish 
name should not be deseerated and dishonoured among non-Jews, it 
should not be among Jews also. It was far more dificult to make Jews 
respect Jews and Judaism. What the school was aiming at was to see 
that boys and girls should have respect for Jews and Judaism and for the 
Torah, so that they should become men and women who would be a credit 
and honour to the Nation of Nations to whom the Book of Books was 
entrusted ages ego by the King of Kings. They wanted the children to 
réalise the great spiritual possessions which had come down to them 
throughout the ages. Jewish education meant that we took charge of the 
children and adjusted them to these spiritual posses:ions. The first object 
of those Classes was that they enabled the children to follow the service in 
the synegogue. Some classes did not realise that that was the primary 
purpose of religion classes. The children should be able to enter a Shool 
and fe iathome. Then we should adjustthem to Je vish charity, so tnat 
they wight take their part in the alleviation of Jewish suffering within 
the community and imbibe the idea of Jewish brotherhood. He had 
every reason to believe, from what he knew of their Minister, that those 
were the ideals which animated him, as well as the President, the Couccil, 
and all the teachers. Addressing himself particularly tothe children, 
he asked them to remember the teaching that was given them in that 
Schoo!l—to remember that they were Jews, and to let nothing cause them 
to forget that fact. If they remembered that, he felt that hia visit to the 
Richmond Religion Classes that morning would not have been in vain.

EXTENSIVE LONG FIRM FRAUD*.—At the Central Criminal Conrt, Jast 
week, three Jews appeared before the Common Serjeant on a charge of 
extensive long firm frauds. They were Morris Ross, otherwise Martin 
Rose, 2+, merchant, Nathan Novodvorsky, 20, merchant; and Juseph 
Levene, otherwise John Levene. <~!. salesman. It was stated that 
Novodvorsky began business on his own account in New Broad Street, 
under the name of Nathan Vorsky, atthe age of eighteen. fix monthe 
later possession was taken of hie offices for rent, and later a bankruptcy 
petition was filed against him. He subsequently became associated with 
“jJong-firm” concerns, and on the proceeds of this fraudulent businese 
Jived an extravagant life in London. A police officer said that Leveno 
had been assisted in his business by a 1:15 who was convicted for long- 
firm frauds. . All three prisoners were stated to be of Eog ish birth, 
In sentencio;s Koss to twelve months imprisonment, Levene to 
nine months, and Novodvorsky to six months, each with hard labour. 
the Common Serjeant said that bot for their youth their sentences 
would have been much heavie:

In 1921, at Tower Bridge. he was sentenced toimprison- 
ment for obtaining goods by faise pretences, and later at Marylebone he 
was seutenced to six weeks imprisonment on a charge of “frequenting.” 
He snbsc qu.%ntly went to live in Manchester, and called himseif a photo- 
graphic agent. Instead of tramping from door to door trying to obtain 
orders for portraits, he preferred to pose as a friend of the needy. He 
toured the district chiefly inhabited by Jews, soliciting help fora mythical 
Mra, ltose, whorm he represented as having been suddenly left a widow with 
five children dependent upon ber. He is known thus to have victimised 
at least two-hundred people. Becker removed to Leeds and followed the 
same methods he had adopted in Manchester. The Recorder said that 
he hoped the authorities in London would be able to carry out the 
recommendation to de port Becker.

“Counsel said that the man had been 
acting as a tool for somebody else.

He was committed to 
the Quarter Sessions with a view to his being sent toa Borstal institution. 

FoR having betting slips at his premises, Michael Solomons, of Watney 
Street, St. George s-in-the-East, was floed £30 at the Thames Police 
Court on Friday. His son Harry was fined £10. 

“KASHER” WINE LICENCES.—At the Newcastle Police (Ccurt last 
week, Charlies Loveday. trading as Barnett, grocer, of (4, Westmorland 
Road, was charged with unlawfully exposing for sale, and having sold to 
nine persons, bottles of Aasier wine, brandy, whiskey, etc., without a 
licence. A plea of guilty was tendered. The Bench said that the 
defendant bad rendered himself liable to imprisonment. They imposed 
a penalty of £50 for the first offence, and £25 for each of the other nino 
offences—in ali £275. The Bench further ordered the forfeiture of the 
liquor, which was seized by the police.— Atthe Birmingham Police Court, 
Judah Lyons, Holloway Head, was fined £5 and £4 3s. costs for selling 
intoxicating liquor without a licence.
